No, 476, dated 17 th Feb/ nary , 1968 — The rules regulating 
the recruitment to the Military Engineer Services.. Class L 
published Us Notification No. 889 dated the 23rd April 1962 
in Pail i. Section 3 of the Gazette of India, dated the 5th 
May. 1962. which were amended from time to time, are 
further amended as under ; — 

( 1 ) In rule 5 relating to the ‘Eligibility’ of candidate based 
on nationality and domicile, delete the existing entries in the 
sub para after clause (f). “and if he belongs to categorv (f) 
the certificate of eligibility will be issued for a period of 
one year after which such a candidate will be retained in 
service subject to his having acquired Indian citizenship.” 

(2) In rule 7, relating to the upper age-limit, in the end 
of clause (ii) after the woid ‘January J, 1964* add “This 
concession will not, however, be admissible to a candidate 
who has already appeared at five previous examinations.’* 

(3) In the end of clause (iii) after the word Tanuary 1. 
1964’. add “This concession will not, however, be admissible 
t o a candidate who has already appeared at ten previous 
examinations.’’ 

(4) In the end of clause (v) after the word ‘October. 1964’, 
add “Ibis concession will not, however, he admissible lo a 
candidate who has already appealed at five previous exami- 
nations." 

(5) In the end of clause <vi) after the word ‘October. 
19M. add “This concession will not. however, be admissible 
to a candidate who has already appeared at ten previous 
examinations.” 

(6) In the end of clause (ix) after the word Tst June. 
1 963". add “This concession will not, however, be admissible 
to a candidate who has already' appeared at five previous 
examinations.” 

(7) In the end of clause (x) after the word ‘Ft June. 
1963, add “This concession will not, however, be admissible 
fo a candidate who has already appeared at ten previous 
examinations”. 

(8) For clause (xii), substitute the following* — 

“Upto a maximum of eight years in the case of Defence 
Services personnel, disabled in operations during hosti- 
lities with any foreign country or in a disturbed area, 
and released us a consequence thereof, who belong to 
the scheduled castes or the scheduled tribes. This con- 
cession will not, however, be admissible to a candidate 
who has already appeared at ten previous examina- 
tiOHs‘\ 
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(9) In rule 9, clause (B), delete, the last sentence, "or 
have any other educational qualifications recognised by that 
institution as exempting from passing these Sections;" 

(JO) For rule 14, relating to the preparation of order 
of merit list, substitute the following : — 

"After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by 
the aggiegale mark finally awarded to each candidate; 
and in that order so many candidates as are found by 
the Commission to be qualified bv the examination shall 
be recommended for appointment upto the number of 
unreserved vacancies decided to be filled on the results 
©f the examination. 

Provided that any candidate belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes who though not qualified 


by the standard prescribed by the Commission for any 
service, is declared by them to be suitable for appoint- 
ment thereto with due regard to maintenance of efficiency 
of administration, shall be recommended for appoint- 
ment to vacancies reserved for members of the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes, as the case may be. in that 
service.” 

f I J ) Para 7 of Appendix I relating to the deduction of 
marks for superficial knowledge is substituted as under : — 

"Marks will not be allotted for mere superficial know- 
ledge." 

2. These amendments will be effective from 10th February 
196*.
